MONTREAL, Que., May 10.—(Special.)-——The 
steamship Lake Champlain, of the Beaver Line, 
which cleared this morning for Liverpool, takes 250 
head of cattle, only a few thousand bushels of 
grain, and a most unusual thing for a steam-vessel, 
has a large quantity of phosphate on board. This 
last fact explains the difficulty experienced by 
shippers in obtaining sufficient freight for the out- 
going vessels. The idea of phosphate being car- 
ried by a steamer a year or two ago would have 
been indignantly scouted by agents, and even 
when as high rates were offered as $25 «a ton 
cargoes were refused. Today all this is changed, 
and as the quantity of grain offering is so infinites- 
imally small as compared with the bulk to be filled, 
agents are only too giad to obtain any class of 
cargo offering. One shipper stated 4 day or 60 ago 
that so serious was the situation becoming that he 
anticipated before the clese of the present season 
that vessel-owners would be offering to carry grain 
home free of charge. About the only topic of con- 
versation among grain men is the discouraging 
prospects for trade Guring the coming 
summer. The leading members decianes that 
the situation is <4 very serious one 
and fears are expressed that it will assume. even 3 
more unfavorable phase. The Kingston and 
Montreal Forwarding Company has placed several 
barges in the coal trade, and should nothing offer in 
the grain trade will make still further accessions to 
this fleet.

A Warm Discussion in the Methodist 
Episcopal General Conference. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 10.—The, Methodist 
Conference reassembled this morning, Bishop 
Harris in the chair. The Rev. J. E. Wiléon, of 
South Carolina, conducted the devotional ex- 
ercises. 

A resolution was adopted providing that all 
conferences organized outside of the United 
States, or hereafter organized, are entitled to 
the same rights and privileges as those in the 
United States. 

The resolution offered yesterday by ex-Gov. 
Evans, of Colorado, relative toinstructing the 
agents of the two Book Concerns to furnish de- 
tailed statements for the last tour years, was 
adopted, with the amendment that the names 
of the employés be stricken from the schedule 
which the agents are required to furnish. 

The Rev. Dr. Curry, from the Committee on 
Episcopacy, reported recommending that India 
be fixed as an episcopal residence. The Rev. 
Dr. Marshall W. Taylor, colored delegate from 
Lexington, moved toamend by striking out the 
word “India” and, inserting “ Africa.” He 
had in his mind for the position a gentleman 
of standard proportion, splendid physique, and 
excellent digestion; he did not allude to a mem- 
ber of the Wasbington Conference, but to the 
delegate from Baltimore; he referred to his 
friend, Dr. Lanahan, of Baltimore. [Great 
laughter.}] He had three reasons for the 
amendment proposed. First, poetical. ** Your 
fathers,’’ said Dr. Taylor, “compelled ours to 
live in America, and I want to compel one 
white man to live in my country—<Africa.’’ 
[Renewed laughter.] His second reason was a 
commercial one his tnird ecclesiastical. 
oThe Rev. Dr. Lanahan,of Baltimore, said 
there was no room for mirth or trifling bere. 
[Laughter.] It bad been said that the mission 
churches were almost in a state of disintegra- 
tion because they have no Bishop; he moved 
that the consideration of the matter be post- 
pone. and made the order of the day for Mon- 


The Rev. A. B. Leonard, of Cincinnati, con- 

fessed that his heart was touched by the appeal 
made by Dr. Taylor; the conference will proba- 
bly not adopt Dr. Taylor's amendment now, but 
the time is not far distant when such a motion 
will prevail; the colored man is proscribed as 
no oteer man ever has been; the Methodist 
Episcopal Church can do for Africa what no 
other church can; ifa Bishop was appointed 
for that country thousands from this country 
would flock there. [Cries of “ amen,’’] 
* The Rev. Dr. Buckley said the ac- 
tion might result in a man going to a foreign 
country who had no knowledge of the lan- 
guages. Hitherto resident Bishops had not 
been fixed until after election. Now it is pro- 
posed to precipitate the matter by practically 
compelling the conference to neglect the whole 
work or else elect fifty-six Bishops. 

Gen. Fiske would like the Board of Bishops 
to answer the questions whether the emergen- 
cies of the work required that there should be 
a residence in Europe, India, and Africa, or 
other country, and if so whether the additional 
Bishops are needed. 

The Rev. Dr. Hare thought there were many 
reasons why the matter should not be post- 
poned. “Our great founder,” said he, ‘* gave 
us Bishops in the beginning, and did not ai- 
tempt to remain in England and run a iittie 
church in this country.”
